These ceremonies mark the success- 


ful termination of one of the greatest 
reclamation , projects the world has 
ever seen. 
They mean the reclama- 


tion of miles of burning desert, the 
termination of years of toil under the 
blazing Arizona sun, and the addition 
to Arizona's farming lands of a terri- 
tory whose 'productive wealth 
will 


equal that of the most favored farm- 
ing districts of lie world. 


For countless ages the principal 


stream of Arizona, the Salt river, 
swollen . to. torrential proportions ..In 
the spring by the melting snows of 
the distant mountains and diminish- 
ing to a tiny creek under the blazing 
sun of summer, has .wound its tortu- 
ous course through hundreds of miles 
of sun-seared desert,land that needed 
but the application of water to blos- 
som into luxuriant vegetable life. The 
waste of this rich territory was called 
fto'the attention of Colonel Roosevelt 
when he occupied the, presidential 
chair, and he, in trfrn, ordered the 
government's reclamation department 
to Investigate. 


This, in brief, is the story of the 


great Arizona reclamation project, as 
outlined by the many speakers who 
followed Colonel Roosevelt, at' the 
dedication exercises, each of whom 
paid enthusiastic tribute to the prose- 
cution of the project by the engineers 
in'charge: and--the'support and Inter- 
est of Colonel .

HOARD IS USUALLY RIGHT;. 


't is perhaps eighteen or twenty 


years ago that W. D. Hoard first ad- 
vocated at farmer's institute* through 
out the state the use of the silo. 
He 


preached its merits through the paper, 
the Dairyman, and talked silo at every 
farmers' gathering he was called on to 
address. His ideas however were rid- 
iculed; called Impractical, a fad, -and 
many went no far as to argue that tne 
product of the silo was. harmful to 
stock. 
The position the silo 
holds 


with the farmer today is too well 
known to require any comment. 
Was 


Huard right or wrong on the silo ques- 
tion? 
About a do/en or fifteen years ago 


Hoard imported some alfalfa seed into 
the state- kike the silo he li rat tested 
it out on his own farm two or three 
years, or until he became convinced 
that it was a Kood thing for the Wis- 
consin farmer. Then he commenced 
talking alfalfa through his .papers and 
at every public meeting' «f farmers 
with which he came in touch. 
Again 


they ridiculed and scoffed, but that 
didn't deter Hoard from continuing 
his sermons on alfalfa. 
Wha? do the 


farmers think of alfalfa today? Again 
was Hoard right or wrong?

Ten years ago there were not over a 
half dozen pure-bred herds in -Wai- 
worth County. How many are there 
now? 
Besides, nearly every grade 


herd is headed by a high grade aiumal 
if not a pure-bred. 
Was Hoard s ad- 


vise as to pure-bred stock right or 
wrong? 


About tun years ago Hoard began 


investigating the tuberculin test, rle 
tested his own herd, at his own ex- 
pense. 
He continued to experiment; 


spent his own time and money in mak- 
ing a careful and thorough .investiga- 
tion througout the country wherever 
the test had been used. 
The result 


was, 
that he became its enthusiastic 


supporter. 
He continued to test his 


herd every year, and ..did it -for years 
before there was any thought of a law 
covering the question. 
He has test- 


ed his herd for the past ten years, and 
during the last two years, twice a year, 
spring and fall. 
He says the test is 


all right. 
Now the question is, is 


Hoard right or wrong? What do. you 
think about it, in view of. the stand_ he 
has taken on other questions ..touching 
the welfare of the 
dairyman? — Elk-

Instead, of leaviiiftheir fortunes to 


colleges, churches and hospitals, the 
weal hy men of. Wisconsin will, in a. 
few years to. come be building line 
state boulevards and providing au en- 
dowment for their repair--and care, if 
the news of the day .can he relied upon 
to indicate the trend of matters of this 
kind. Within the last day or so nu- 
merous notices have appeared telling 
of splendid public highways to be buili 
by private means in various parti' ol 
the country aud Wisconsin is as usual 
in the forefront of the"movement. 


New York and New ICngland have 


long enjoyed the benefits of a number 
of splendid highways constructed by 
private enterprise, and announcement 
recently made that the J. I. Case Co., 
of Racine would construct a drag roac 
between Milwaukee and Chicago, a 
distance of unity-five miles, is of great 
interest to the farmers of not only 
that section but the state, as it estab- 
lishes a precedent for other public spir- 
ited citizens who are interested in the 
developement and welfare of the stare.

-as "Empire Tours." These arc baset 
on these splendid highways and maps 
are issued showing the attractive re- 
sorts and spots for recreation that are 
to be reached via them.

consin state prison at Waupun Is lax. 
and whisky, cigarettes, morphino. co- 
caine, and chewing gum arc carried 
to convicts by agents of a knitting 
company having a contract, with tho 
state for tho labor of prisoners, ac- 
cording to 
Assemblyman 
Fred C. 


Brockhausen of Milwaukee, member 
ot the special legislative committee 
which investigated conditions at the 
prison. 
His report has been tik-ii 


with Gov. McGovorn. 


Other members of the investigation 


committee do not agree with the lind- 
ings of Mr. Hrockhausen, and have 
filed a report declaring the discipline 
at the prison is somewhat lax, but 
that it is due to Warden Towue's 
advanced method of handling the 
convicts and not to incompetency on 
his part. 


Warden Towne belloves in persua- 


sion instead of physical force in in- 
ducing prisoners to obey the rules. It 
appears, according to the report by 
Mr. Brockhausen, that this method 
does not always work well. 


Being a Socialist, Mr. Brockhausen 


Is opposed to convict labor. He says 
the agents of the knitting company 
use their Influence to have the pris- 
oners who have violated the rules 
go unpunished, as they then arc not 
taken away from the knitting ma- 
chines and work better and more con- 
tinuously.

INDEPENDENTS OPPOSE TAX 


Ad Valorem Measure Would Hamper 


Development, Holds Wisconsin 


Telephone Association. 


Madison.—The 
Wisconsin Tele- 


phone association, which has a mem- 
bership of some 200 of tbe independ- 
ent telephone companies in the state, 
opposes the Teasdale ad valorem tax 
bill now pending in the legislature, 
which would reduce the taxes ot tho 
Wisconsin Telephone company, the 
Bell company, about $50,000 a year. 
The measure, however, would raise 
the taxes of the Independent com- 
panies. 
The association agrees that the 


theory of ad valorem taxation is just 
and equitable, but believes that the 
telephone industry is passing through 
a pioneer stage In Wisconsin, and that 
the difficulties and expense attending 
the making of an inventory of tho 
property of tho companies in the 
state, numbering over GOO, would Im- 
pose too great a tax and expense up- 
on the Industry at this time. 


At present all companies are taxed 


upon gross revenue. 
The Wisconsin 


company pays at the rate of 4 per 
cent on gross revenue and the inde- 
pendent at the rate of 2 % per cent. 
Under the present ad valorem plan 
all companies would be brought to 
the same basis.

80 per cent, of the whole wheat be re- 
tained In the Hour. 
Bread containing 


from SO per cent, to 85 per cent, of the 
whole grain (Including, of course, the 
germ and the semolina) makes 
the 


Ideal household bread. 


"The color of such a loaf depends 


on whether white or red wheat 
is 


used and also on the fineness of the 
flour. 
Bread made from the same 


wheat but coarser ground and contain- 
ing not SO per cent but 100 per cent 
of the wheat, will, of course, be much 
darker in color. 
Absolute whole meal 


bread, that Is 100 per cent, 
bread, 


while containing even more nourish 
ment than our SO per cent, loaf, might 
have too irritating an effect on the di- 
getive tract to allow- its complete di- 
gestion. Hence children might not de- 


rive as much bcncJIt from it as from 
our 'standard loaf.' " 


Tlio all Important value of the germ 


and the semolina lies in their richness 
of nitrogen, fat and gluten. The germ, 
which IB The embryo of the new wheat, 
while forming only about three per 
:ent. of the total grain, contains most 
raportant nutritive elements. 
Semo- 


lina is the name given to the grain at 
a certain stage in the milling. Mod- 
ern milling, according to the secretary 
of the Bread and Food Reform league, 
obtains about BO per cent, of semolina 
bearing valuable nitrogen, ash and fat 
concentrates.
